Dear Eric: 

It may he that I take my hobhy too seriously and that I am 
a poor merchant, hut two things happened lately which left me very 
much disgusted with what some people are doing with our historical 
material. The inclosed letter will tell you of the lowly thing that 
people will do to m^ke a profit, not careing how much time, effort 
and money, real students and real collectors put in acquiring these 
fine Greek and Roman coins. Last night, at a meeting of the Bronx 
Numismatic Cluh, we discussed this and it was decided to write a 
letter to the various numismatic associations and to the publishers 
of numismatic publications asking what can be done to stop the sale 
of these fabrications. I called Bob Segal, President of the Stamp 
Dealers Association, ( no relation to the Bob Siegel who is advert — 
tising these items) and he said that he is in full accord with my 
sentiments about this matter^fie cannot do anything for the man re- 
ferred to is not a member of their association. 


The second thing is what they did with the Chas e-Manhattan 
Coin Museum collection. After a seven month period of preparation, 
they came up with a display that must have made Farran Zerbe turn in 
his' resting* place and show disgust at the present exhibit. All this 
was done without the advice of the Curator, Vernon Brown. It seems 
that Mr. David A. Rockefellow hired an architect (who knows nothing 
about numismatics ) and relied upon him to "put up" a beautiful dis- 
play. The first thing he did was to take all the fine paper money 
out" of the holders and hang them, by stamp hinges, up against the 
wall of the cases. They look like a wet wash line. The appearance 
of all of them looks as if they were soaked in water. Then, I under- 
stand, all the fine coins were joined to the wall by putty. The light- 
is very poor. It is a shame that the richest bank in the world, can- 
not, or did not put up a better display of such a wonderful collection 
as they possess.

Thanks for your reply and check. I deem it a real privilege to 
serve a real gentleman and numismatic scholaras you are, and am only sorry 
that I cannot supply you with much more interesting material that you can 
use. At this time, there are much too few real numismatists around, as 
the new "breed" are only interested in bags, rolls and phony medals, that 
they can make "a fast buck" on, and although one of the leading dealers 
and scholars says that it is good(for numismatics will rub off on abort 
5 $ of these newcomers, the harm that the 95$ due to our hobby cannot just- 
ify the addition of a few new members and students of our hobby. There are 
too many conventions, all of them for profit only, too many coin clubs, all 
for trading only, and too many clubs of father and teen ager, which would 
be good, only that the youngster happens to learn faster than the parent 
how to "gyp" people and within a short time flouts this in his fathers face 
and it leads to an unhappy family life. 

Perhaps I am a poor merchant and am "old-fashioned" as some say, 
but although I need to earn the dollar as much as anyone and perhaps more 
than most of the dealers in our district, it would go against my principles 
to sell coins and medals at such outrageous prices as some do. Some of our 
dealers think that Dr. Howard is unfriendly to people in our hobby, but I 
know that he is right when he says " I can see where a collector wants to 
OWN two coins of one kind, in order to show an obverse and reverse when he ex- 
hibits, but when he wants three or more he is a speculator." 

I am getting more disgusted with these conventions also, for al- 
though I buy and sell coins at these affairs »my most enjoyable moments are 
those when I renew acquaintanceship with real numismatists and customers 
that I have not met before, the conduct of some of our dealers is very poor. 
The A.N.A. has a real good reputation in conducting themselves in an order- 
ly manner, but some members do things that hurt the association directly 
and these things should be taken up by the officers of the A,N.A. and see 
that they are curbed. Two of these are excessive gambling, where many thous- 
ands of dollars are lost in one game and the other is indiscriminate con- 
duct. What a man does in his private life is his business alone is his bus- 
iness but when he flouts dhis misconduct at a numismatic convention it re- 
flects upon the whole association especially if he is recognized as a well- 
known dealer or an officer in any numismatic club. 

I am sorry that I bother you with my feelings, but I just returned 
from a three day convention at Philadelphia and was so depressed about many 
things that occurred there that I had to speak my mind to someone that 
would like to see more students and bonafide collectors in our selected 
hobby. I wish you and yours a real happy holiday.

The Confederate Half Dollar you sent weighs 160 grains and has 
a 6.3 specific gravity. If it were silver it would have a specific gravity 
of 10. It has a line around the center of the reeded edge. It is an electro- 
type. May I put it in ray fake collection? 

As to y@ur books, Harry Bass of Dallas, Texas may be interested, 
lie buys numismatic books in bulk. You probably know him. Abner Kreisberg 
may also be interested. 

As to Bashlow Confederate Cents, the Coin World advertising policy 
was not effective when his pieces were made and therefore his pieces are 
not covered. As you know, they are struck from modem transfer dies made 
from modern transfer hubs so they are two stanges off of a restrike from 
original dies.
